German Offensive Developing 
With Unparalleled Rapidity 


For the first time in the war in 
the Western front since the opposing 
armies established themselves in 
their trench systems, the defensive 
zone has been broken through. In 
other great attacks the British, 
French and Germans have been able 
to bend back the line, but not to 
strike through the zone of defense. 
Many military critics had reached 
the opinion that on account of the 
strength of the lines it would be im- 
possible to break them until one side 
or the other had been worn down to 
such a point that it would be no 
longer able to man it strongly. 

Unless the British are able to re-. 
store the situation by, a counter at- 
tack a withdrawal on a wide front 
may be necessary, with open field 
warfare. 

The point at which the British line 
has been broken is near the southern 
end of the German attacking front. 
which extends from Arras to La- 
fere, 15 miles below St. Quentin. Be- 
low this sector is the great arc in the 
front, where the line, approaching 
nearest to Paris, turns sharply to the 
east.

They must move 
forward over a devastated aren, 
while the British will have the great 
advantage of good roads and rail- 
roads. 


Perhaps the greatest problem of 
the Germans will be to bring up their 
heavy artillery. In every previous 
campaign of this nature it has been 
necessary for the advancing forces 
to halt frequently while bringing up 
the heavy pieces. 


The extent of the British defenses 
has been a subject of much specula- 
tion, but it is known they have been 
vastly improved during the last win- 
ter. Earlier in the war, when the of- 
fensive rested with the French and 
British, less attention was paid to 
positions of the rear.

MUST HAVE MORE 
MEN, DECLARES 
LLOYD GEORGE 


LONDON, Friday, March 22 (By 
A.P.).—Premier Lloyd George, in an 


exceedingly outspoken speech to a 
deputation of the Miners’ Federation 
yesterday concerning the result of 
the miners’ ballot on the combing 
out of men for military service, de- 
clared that to avoid defeat in the 
field it is absolutely essential to have 
more men. 

“I am utterly at a loss,” he said, 
“to know where the men are to’ be 
found, if, first the engineers and 
then the miners say we will not find 
the men. Other trades will quickly 
take the same course. That would 
mean anarchy, not Government. 

“I have just had news that the 
Germans have attacked us on a 
front of nearly 60 miles with over- 
whelming forces. I am amazed that 
it should be considered debatable 
whether the miners and engineers 
are going to make their contribution 
to the defense of the country.”’ 

Lieyd George declared it would 
be far better that the Government 
should go out of office than to have 
its decisions disobeyed, adding: 

“If the sanction of the community 
is going to decide whether a law 
should be obeyed then, believe me, 
you have a condition of things where 
the people who will suffer most will 
not be the people at the top, who are 
generally able to take care of them- 
selves, but the poor devils at the bot- 
tim. It has always been so in the 
history of the world. 

“It is better to talk plainly and I 
am speaking with a great deal of 
feeling because I have just heard of 
this overwhelming attack brought 
about by the failure of the Russian 
democracy to have its orders obeyed. 
“If the attack succeeds, the Ger- 
mans might be at Calais and the 
only answer we can give is a yote of

Violent Artillery Engagements in 
Sectors of French Front. 

PARIS, March 22 (By A. P.).— 
Violent artillery engagements are re- 
ported from various sectors on the 
French front in the official state- 
ment issued by the War Office to- 
night. The statement reads: 

“Great activity by the _ artillery 
early today became most violent this 
afternoon at divers points north of 
Chemin des Dames, in the region of 
Courcy and Pompelle and in the 
Champagne south of Moronviilier:. 
Three attacks made by the enemy 
north of Souain and east of the Teu- 
tons were without result. 

“Two German airplanes were de- 
stroyed and four badly damaged in 
a series of combats with our air 
squadron. Three enemy machines 
were shot down by our spiral artil- 
lery. 

“In eastern theater, March 21— 
Our artillery directed a destructive 
fire upon enemy batteries at Cerna 
3end. The allied aviators executed 
with success a number of bombard- 
ments of enemy establishments fn 
the region of Ceres and in the Var- 
dar Valley.” 


German Flyers Drop Bombs on 
Compeigne and Environs. 
PARIS, March 22.—At 9 o’clock 
tonfght a group of enemy airplanes 
crossed the lines and a certain num- 
ber of bombs were dropped on Com- 
peigne and different towns in that 
region. Several machines advanced 
further to the south, but were forced 
to turn back by the fire of our artil- 
lery. The alarm was’ immediately 
given in Paris and a’half hour later 
the all-clear signal was sounded. 
Apparently the Germans had in- 
tended to raid Paris itself, but 
French airmen rose to meet the on- 
comers and not one enemy machine 
succeeded in reaching the capital.

Correspondence in the 
Strike Negotiations

Labor Refuses to Abridge Rights as to Freedom 
of Action in Pursuing Pre- 
War Policy. 


The correspondence in the nego- 
tiations between Maj, W. C. Rogers, 
Labor Conciliator of the United 
States Ordnance Department, and 
union officials and employes in St. 
Louis in an effort to end strikes here, 
was made public late yesterday and 
is as follows: : 

War Department’s Proposal. 

“To the Public: The representa- 
tives of organized labor who have 
been meeting in conference for the 
purpose of preparing a basis by 
which the present industrial trou- 
bles may be adjusted desire to con- 
vey this Message: 

“The employers presented the fol- 
lowing proposal: 

War Department. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo. March 20, 1918. 

“WE MUST WIN THE WAR.” 

Representing the United States 
War Department, I request the 
acceptance, by employers and em- 
ployes, as a basis for the immedi- 
ate settlement of existing, and the 
prevention of further ‘labor dis- 
turbances, the following program 
of adjustment, declaring it to be 
essential to winning the war; fur- 
ther requesting that it prevail in 
this district until the national pro- 
gram, now being arranged, is de- 
termined upon and placed in ef- 
fect: 

1. That employers and employes 
recognize the principle laid down 
by the United States Council of 
National Defense of maintaining 
for the period of the war, funda- 
mental pre-war labor conditions. 

2. Employers and employes de- 
clare their policy of no discrimina- 
tion against men who have, or 
have not become members of a 
union, and that no further efforts 
be made by either employers or 
employes to change pre-war labor 
conditions of ‘“‘open” or ‘“‘closed” 
shop. 

3. That employers will enter- 
tain, without prejudice, applica- 
tians from their own employes, 
for consideration of requests pre- 
sented either by individuals, or by 
temporary departmental commit- 
tees. 

4. Employers recognize the 
broad principle of wages adequate 
to the present cost of living, and 
both employers and employes de- 
clare their willingness to work this 
situation out harmoniously, ac- 
cording to the methods for doing 
so followed by them in the past. 

5. This program I believe to be 
necessary to evidence the loyal 
support by this district of the 
United States Government in this 
crisis, and I urge its acceptance by 
all parties concerned.

(By direction of the Chief of Ordi- 

nance. ) a 

“It is hardly reasonable to expect 
us to agree to a plan as representa- 
tives of labor unions and then per- 
mit unauthorized individuals or de- 
partmental committees to act for 
themselves. This is at variance with 
our present methods which have 
been in existence for years. 

“The method of arranging the 
wages as suggested in paragraph 4 
is acceptable to us if it means that 
the methods we followed in the past 
of having the authorized representa- 
tives of the wnions arrange same. 
Otherwise it would be aée radical] 
change in our standards. 

“Paragraph 5 is unnecessary; 
are all loyal citizens and we are 
ready to do all in our power to 
avoid strikes that have been precipi- 
tated by the cruel and unjust meth- 
ods used by some employers in deal- 
ing with their unprotected and un- 
organized employes. 

Reply by Labor Leaders. 

The proposal submitted by labor 
leaders, in reply, follows: 

“In accordance with the declara- 
tion of the National Council of De- 
fense and the interpretation thereo? 
which does not prohfbit any employe 
from exercising his or her inalien- 
able. right to become a member of 
a labor organization, to increase 
wages and improve working condi- 
tions, to maintain the standard of 
living, we offer the following pro- 
posals for handling the labor situa-

‘tion in the city of St. Louis, pending 


the action of the joint board selected 
to form rules to regulate labor dis- 
putes, which is now meeting in 
Washington, D. C.: 

That employers will entertain 
written requests for changes in 
wages or conditions of labor of 
their employes, as presented by a 
committee or representatives of 
their respective labor unions. 

In the event of any dispute aris- 
ing between the employer and em- 


f 


ploye in regard to wages and con- 
ditions of labor, the employer and 
the representative of the em- 
ployes, members of organized la- 

bor, shaii endeavor to arrive at a 
settlement that is satisfactory to 
both parties; in the event that no 
settlement is reached, they shall 
refer the matter to the Depart- 
ment of Labor, or the War or 
Navy Department, when said de- 
partment is affected; and in the 
event that said conciliators of the 
Department of Labor or the War 
or Navy Department are unable to 
reach an understanding satisfac- 
tory to all concerned within a pe- 
riod of five days, said matter shall 
be referred to a committee of two 
from each party to the contro- 
versy, and the committee so se- 
lected shall appoint a fifth mem- 
ber of an arbitration board, whose 
decision shall be final and binding 
on both parties. The decision of 
the arbitration committee shall 
take effect from the date the dis- 
pute or lockout shall take place 
pending settlement of the dispute. 

It is further provided that the 
arbitration committee shall make 
a report in writings, and render its 
decision within 10 days. 

It is recommended that all 
strikes and lockouts now pending, 
or which may arise, shall be set- 
tled on the basis as provided in 
this proposal, and it is further rec- 
ommended that all persons _in- 
volved in said controversies shall 
be reinstated into their former po- 
sitions. 

It is further understood that noth- 
ing in this proposal shall be con- 
strued as abridging the right of 
employe to join or remain a mem- 
ber of labor organizations. 

Under date of March 21 the com- 

mittee of employers, after several 
conferences, wrote the following let- 
ter to Maj. Rogers: ; | 

“The gentlemen in conference with | 

you this afternoon cannot recede in 
any measure from the statement of | 
the Council of National Defense that | 
neither employer nor employe must | 
try to take advantage at this time !o| 
secure-even minor concessions over | 
conditions that did not prevail when | 
the United States entered the war.

Labor Disclaims Responsibility. 

Labor organizations, upon receipt 
of the employers’ letter to Maj. Rog- 
ers, made this reply: 

“Organized labor is not responsible 
for present deplorable strike situa- 
tion now prevailing in St. Louis. But 
on the other hand it is perpetrated 
by some profiteering employers who 
have amassed fabulous fortunes as 
the result of abnormal 
tions, and their avarice and greed for 
larger dividends have steadily raised 
the prices of products or commod- 
ities that the workers are compelled 
to have in order to maintain re- 
pectable standards of living, with the 
resultant effect that the unorganized 
worker has found himself in a hope- 
less position to maintain standards 
of living that prevailed prior to the 
entrance of our country into the war. 

“And invariably when these work- 
ers have attempted to organize the 
employers have practiced the usual 
policy of discriminating against these 
workers by discharging those who 
‘have identified themselves with the 
unions of their craft and refusing to 
treat with such employes, thereby 
denying ‘them the right that the em- 
ployers themselves enjoy, to-wit: 

“The right to organize fog their 
own protection, which our Govern- 
ment has on all occasions recognized. 
The representatives of organized la- 
bor are at all times ready and willing 
to discuss with representatives of the 
employers the merits of our counter 
proposition to that submitted by the 
employers.”’

MYSTERY IN OWNERSHIP 
OF SUSPECTED RAIDER 


Vessel Taken Into Custody by 
American Warship on Way 
to Pacific Port. 


A PACIFIC PORT. March 2° (By 
A. P.).—Pending the arrival here 
tomorrow night or Monday morning 
of the auxiliary schooner Alexander 
Agassiz, captured 15 milics off Ma- 
zatlan, Mexico, last Tuesday, by an 
American warship as a suspected 
German commerce raider, Federal 
officials continued¢their efforts to 
unravel the mystery cf the vessei's 
ownership. 

Originally owned by the University 
of California and operated in re- 
search work at sea, the Agassiz was 
acquired in Junuary, 1917, by the 
Pacific Coast Trading and Shipping 
Co. of Los Angeles. For a time the 
little craft was engaged in trading 
on the West Mexican Coast and 
later in the same year her ownership 
passed into hands of persons un- 
known to the local Government offi- 
cials. 

Efforts to locate members of the 
Pacific Coast Trading and Shipping 
Co. proved fruitless. 

The Agassiz has been under the 
eye of the Government secret serv- 
ice agents for several months and, 
according to authoritative informa- 
tion here, it was known that the ves- 
sel had been outfitting as a commerce 
raider. When news of here imminent 
departure fram Mazatlan became 
known a United States warship was 
instructed to take her into custody. 
The craft was overhauled, her crew 
of five men taken prisoner aboard 
the warship and American satiors 
manned the suspected raider. 

Brief advices said the Agassiz was 
heavily armed. Government agents 
expressed the belief that the ship's 
crew planned to capture one of the 
Pacific mail boats of larger tonnage, 
transfer the armament of the Agassiz 
to the captured steamer and set forth 
on an expedition to destroy coast- 
wise and transpacific commerce.

The increasing moral 
attrition under increasingly abnor- 
mal war conditions is startlingly re- 


The figures indicate that 
brakes have at last been successful- | 
ly applied to the rapidly falling 
birthrate; not completely checked, 
but at least slowee up; the peculiar 
unfavorable war factors have made 
themselves felt almost to the full, 
and the present tendency of the 
birthrate appears to be toward a 
pormal, reasonably stationary war 
level. While experts disagree as to 
whether food scantiness is a direct 
factor in causing the fall of the war 
birthrate, German sociologists and 
medical ‘Specialists are agreed that 
iedirectly food shortage is one of the 
principal factors. The increasingly 
fashionable practice of race suicide, 
even among the laboring classes. be- 
fore the war, particularly the middle 
classes hesitate to increase the size 
of the already burdensome families. 
in view of the difficulty of obtain- 
ing sufficient food; while millions of 
women are doing men’s work in the 
mines, the iron and steel industries 
and other heavy occupations not con- 
ducive to motherhood. 

The middle class is being convert- 
ed into proletariat by the war: and 
even the proletariat is going in for 
qtality rather than quantity progeny. 
Alarming this, to a military state; 
particularly as birthrate depressing 
economic pressure must continue to 
increase indefinitely—well into the 
reconstruction period. Everything 
that can be done under present war 
conditions to increase the stock of 
human material is being done; so 
far mostly palliatives and conserva- 
tion measures; a successful cam- 
paign to reduce infant mortality; an 
equally successful propaganda to 
Save @ greater percentage of Ger- 
many’s illegitimate-born by ameli- 
orating the peace time status of 
illegitimacy. 

Positive measures are almost en- 
tirely in the hands of the military. 
All military authorities, both at the 
front and at home, take a paternal 
interest in the propagation of the 
German species; home furlouch is 
granted to family fathers preferen- 
tially, primary military interests not 
conflicting; and soldiers, whether 
in home garrison or at fighting front, 
are not infrequently lectured to by 
superior officers on the duties of 
citizenship, with the emphasis on the 
important duty to the state of rear- 
ing large families. All that military 
propaganda, stopping short only of 
explicit orders to increase and multi- 
ply, can acconiplish is being dofie to 
bolster up the falling birthrate.

Great Increase in Juvenile Crime. 

Germany’s criminal records show 
an increasing number of murders 
committed by boys and youths as 
the war continues; an increase in ju- 
venile burglary and highway rob- 
bery, in juvenile thievery generally. 
Boys and youths, too, have ac- 
quired the war habit of their elders 
of forming organized robper bands 
and burglar concerns. Increasing ju- 
venile criminality, stopping short not 
even of lese majeste—of burglarizing 
and robbing the Kaiser’s Palace of 
Wilhelmshohe, near Kassel—is in- 
dicated by all available statistics. In 
Leipzig, which may be considered 
typical of conditions in all other 
large German cities, the number of 
juvenile convictions in 1916 was 
nearly double the number in 1915; 
with figures for the last year not yet 
available. 

Susceptible youths, perhaps, in- 
fluenced most by the abnormal con- 
ditions of the war, including food 
and economic pressure; and the 
youth of the middle classes are the 
principal sufferers. The demorali- 
zation of the nation’s youth begins at 
home and continues in the schools: 
Germany’s youth being the more 
easily prey to demoralizing influ- 
ences since home and school disci- 
pline was in peace time of the rigid 
iron hand—the reaction toward li- 
cense is in consequence all the great- 
er. Iron discipline in home and

JUST A MINUTE 


OUR OWN WAR REVIEW. 

XPERT opinion is not what anybody in the 
k paper wants just at this time. Everybody 
wants news. News has transcended in im- 
portance anything anybody could possibly know 
about war, and until it is known just what has hap- 
pened on the first page the entire field of specula- 
tion is closed. The Germans are making their Spring 
drive. 
making good that boast. The Germans are not quite 
like anybody else, and it was not easy to make out 
whether they were in earnest or not. It is not cus- 
tomary in army maneuvers to set a time for the at- 
tack and then to invite neutrals in to see it made. 
The Germans did this. They said Spring, and on the 
first day of Spring they hurled themselves at us along 
the whole front, no doubt calling upon the neutral 
spectators to mark how it is done. That seems in- 
credible, but almost everything the Germans do is in- 
credible. They are just an incredible lot. During a 
war conference on the editorial page the other day 
somebody pointed out that it was chiefly because 
what the Germans were up to was incredible to the 
rest of us that we are locked in that titanic struggle 
which filled the whole front section of the paper with 
smoke all day yesterday. There were plenty of people 
to whom it was credible, but nobody took them very 
seriously. It is not, therefore to be much wondered 
that the war itself, which had incredible causes, has 
been in itself incredible pretty much of the time. 
Socrates says he could back anybody down in a de- 
bate on that subject. Mr. Antwine, who is analytical, 
explains this phenomenon. He says the German has 
changed. This is what Otto Kahn says. He affirms 
that the reason so many persons of German descent 
sympathize with the Fatherland is that they think of 
it as they knew it, or as their parents knew it. That 
is not the Germany before which civilization stands 
at bay today. It is quite another Germany—a new 

and incredible thing under the sun. 

Very well. Answers says we can admit that so long 
as it remains incredible that the Germans can lick us. 
The confidence that they can’t do it remains un- 
shaken everywhere in the paper. Our morale is bully. 
Since the Russians are no longer on our side, every- 
body feels that we have nothing to fear from any 
psychological cause. Polemarchus says that when we 
got rid of the Russians we really stripped to fight. He 
has a theory that there are only five real fighting na- 
tions in the world, and that those five countries, 
which are the United States, Japan, England, France 
and Germany, will fight it out. Much of the war, in 
his opinion, has been little more than clearing dead 
cocks out of the pit. Just a Minute’s own opinion 
lies there or thereabout. We have said all the time 
what many people are saying in the paper now—that 
only the west front counts, and that on the west front 
the war will be lost or won irrespective of every- 
thing else that may happen anywhere else in the 
world. We were glad to have in yesterday Col. Rep- 
ington, who expressed that opinion. He says England 
wasted 30 per cent of her strength on the opposite 
theory before she woke up. Our own country, fortu- 
nately, is to be spared that mistake. Our own coun- 
try is going straight to the big tent. It is not inter- 
ested in the Mesopotamian fat woman, the boa con- 
strictor from German East Africa, or the bearded boy 


They said they would do it, and they are 
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from Saloniki. We want to see militarism ride the 
rail in the main performance, and we mean to stay 
for that concert in which the House of Hohenzollern 
shall sing its swan song. No sideshows, thank you.

Dutch ships in American ports. She is doing that be- 
cause she is afraid Germany will walk in on her if 


she doesn’t. 


However, none of our top thinkers can 


believe that Germany is any more deceived than we 
are. It only illustrates the plight of any little country 
which has Germany for a neighbor. They are all in 
peril of something. Belgium is only a warning. They 
are all mice knowing not which way the cat will jump 
next. We are worried about the wrath of Holland— 
not. Fitz says we are not really in Dutch, but merely 
Dutch make-believe. Of course, they can’t do any- 
thing to us, anyway. They can’t open the dikes on us 
or put us into the treetops. They can only say what 
they are saying—with a wink like sunset on the 


Zuyder Zee. 


The end of the war is not far off. One feels that 
in the paper very keenly these days. Militarism has 
had its fling—and there is nothing in it. Anti-mili- 
tarism has walloped it, or will have done so before 
Summer comes. The thought world has been overcome 
by the thoughtless world. We are not to live by rule,
